Perhaps Kadar Hun- 
gary was touch more servile his defense the destruction the 1956 Revolt 
than might have been expected, perhaps Shehu Albania was treated shade more 
off-handedly Khrushchev than might have been foreseen, but general the puissant 
First Party Secretaries Eastern Europe played very dim role the drama. 

And was great surprise that somehow, without making any noise fuss about 
it, Poland’s Gomulka managed subtly individuate himself from the rest. followed 
his master with the pack: nevertheless, master and other men did not, some- 
times paused deliver such desperate, good sense as: “We have 
quarreled the past and shall quarreling, but want quarrel must 
above all alive it. The dead not quarrel. And this the heart the mat- 
ter. are all the same boat, and sinks all sink with which, 
surely, the world can agree. And which, amidst the rattle rockets and discord 
deterrents, bears saying. 


AGREEMENT AND HARMONY was the watchword abroad. home there was 

small but astonishing rupture: Poland requested that Albania withdraw its am- 
bassador, charging that the offending diplomat had made sneering remarks about the 
quality and quantity Polish “Socialism” and had mistreated Polish servant. This 
sort thing simply does not come out the open between Communist bloc coun- 
tries; whatever the the mask fraternal solidarity always kept place. 
Yet, unthinkably, has occurred. 

However trivial, although unique, this particular touch scandal highlights the 
increasing alienation Albania from the rest the Soviet bloc. yet more 
question tone than anything else: criticism the Yugoslav “revisionists” not 
unknown the rest the bloc (although increasingly rare) but only the Albanians 
continue emit the note shrillest Stalinist virulence. The rest the bloc speak 
politely Communist China, while making their oblique criticism the current 
Chinese stand the acceptability atomic war, but Albania seems carried away 
pro-Chinese fervor and explicitly praises the “correct” Chinese ideological stance. 
was significant this difference that the recent Chinese National Day celebrations 
the only important East European Communist official present Peiping was Al- 
banian Deputy Premier. 

However spectacular the ideological defection East European country 
Soviet-Chinese disagreement, the roots the matter must sought the Albanian 
Party’s attitude toward Yugoslavia.

Information 
available the prices Hungarian imports from the 
USSR provides evidence, however, that Hungary—like 
the other Satellites—has disadvantageous terms trade 
with the USSR. 1958, Hungary’s total imports from 
the USSR were valued $200,500,000. Thirty-four the 
items imported—and valued $160,000,000 percent 
the total—were items that were also sold the USSR 
the free world market. seems that Hungary paid 
more for these thirty-four commodities than 
did the purchasers.* 


The Economy 


DIATELY AFTER the 1956 uprising, the main economic 
task the Kadar regime was rebuild the nation’s 
destroyed industry. the end 1958, 
possible substantial aid from the USSR and the Satel- 
lites and inconceivable without (in 1957, for example, 
was finally 
accomplished. During the recuperation period, the regime 


such aid financed half Hungary’s imports 


had adopted “go slow” policy: 1957, placate the 
bitter and disillusioned populace, the emphasis industry 
was the consumer sector, with the result that more and 
cheaper goods appeared the market; and the original 
targets the Three Year Plan, launched 1958, were, 
for the most part, cautious. 

1959, however, the government changed its policy. 
announced that its goals had been too modest, and 
March that year embarked economic speedup. 
publicized its intentions fulfilling the major provisions 
the Three Year Plan two years, began large-scale 
collectivization drive the countryside, and December 
1959, promulgated new Five Year Plan reminiscent, 
many respects, the first Five Year Plan carried out 
the years 1950-1954.** 

While official statements the speedup emphasize that 
future industrial development must ac- 
cordance with the nation’s own resources and capabilities, 
clear that any such development presupposes increased 
effort from the people. Since 1959, the regime has re- 
vived the old Stalinist devices work brigades and labor 
competitions step production, and lately there has

The Cultural Scene 


HEADWAY the Party may have made eco- 


nomically, has made few advances the cultural 
scene the past four years, and science, literature and 
the arts there continue manifestations hostility 
the regime. This fact was admitted the Party’s chief 
ideologist Gyula Kallai the Party Congress last year and 
documented frequent press criticism the “lack 
ideological content” artistic and intellectual works. 

particular, the Party’s effort break the resistance 
the nation’s writers, who played major part the 
1956 Revolt, represents chronicle failure. The battle 
began immediately after the Revolt, when Kadar tried 
and failed win over the leading intellectual rebels. 
Faced obstinate Kadar 
Writers’ Union, imprisoned such prominent literary figures 


with resistance, 
Tibor Dery and Gyula Hay, along with number 
their colleagues, executed several journalists, 
ened the writers still liberty with penury unless they 
quic kly returned to the fold. In this period, literary ac- 
tivity Hungary was carried small band the 
Party hacks and opportunists, who had 
little influence the field. 

Despite threats and cajolery, the writers held out. They 
embarked what has been described “silence strike,” 
refusing put pen paper for publication unless some- 
thing was done for their compatriots jail. Desperately, 
1958, the Party sought end the silence attacking 
the core resistance. embarked campaign dis- 
credit the populist movement and its most eminent writers 

among them the non-Communist authors Gyula 
and Laszlo Nemeth. The aim, aside from puncturing the 
influence these writers, was draw them out their 
isolation into debate. This tactic failed despite numerous 
denunciations the populists for supporting the “counter- 
being precursors “national Commu- 
nism” and having ties with “the imperialists,” “the racists” 
and “the October 10, 1958, the editor- 
in-chief Elet Irodalom complained: “The silence

the populist writers the more incomprehensible has 
the effect defying the patience the Party shown 
the field literary criticism.

September 1959, the Party formed new Writers’ 
Association whose aim, according Gyula Kallai, was 
assert “in its work the important principles Party leader- 
ship support creative literary work building 
Hungarian Socialist-realist literature, and support the 
writers’ ideological and professional 
yar Nemzet, September 26, 1959). the spring 1960, 
the course amnesty, the Party finally released 
Tibor Dery and Gyula Hay from prison after much pres- 
sure from writers the international PEN Club. Although 
recently there have been signs that the silence strike 
breaking down, neither Dery nor Hay nor such writers 
Zoltan Zelk and Tibor Tardos (prominent leaders the 
Revolt who were imprisoned but released earlier) have 
made their reappearance Hungarian literary life. And 
unlikely that the Kadar regime will ever win such men 
its cause. 

From numerous reports appears that the Party’s main 
efforts the ideological field are being directed toward 
the very the glaring example the failure 
such indoctrination provided the Revolt.

ATTITUDES AND ASSUMPTIONS 

Analyzing the religious and moral attitudes “re- 
vealed” poll Polish youth, Radio Warsaw, 
program series August 1960, deduced that youth 
the same time less religious and more moral than 
widely believed Poland. considerable diversity and 
inconsistency views was allegedly found among be- 
lievers: 

“Among those persons who consider themselves 
Catholics, one sixth not believe that the world was 
created God. Over two thirds not condemn 
abortion. Only one fifth regard the spreading 
Christianity throughout the world prime importance 
for humanity.” 

The survey indicated that religious allegiance was 
not compelling. the question whether one would 
sacrifice one’s convictions for loved one, percent 
the professed Catholics gave affirmative answer. 
worth noting for comparison that among those 
regarding themselves Communists, less than per- 
cent replied the affirmative. 

Allegiance Catholicism does not determine either 
political moral views, Radio Warsaw maintained.

the household plots and added them the kolkhoz land, 
have reduced them the minimum. The collectives, 
course, have not done this their own initiative but ac- 
cording instructions received from the highest 
agencies. the time, the press welcomed this step 
for promoting agricultural production. However, was 
proven last year that this measure not only did not con- 
tribute production but, the contrary, did considerable 
damage the general development agriculture and 
particularly cattle-breeding. that time the collectives 
and people’s councils were advised return kolkhoz 
members their household plots and also the cattle which 
had been forcibly purchased from them. was even sug- 
gested that [the aid them the care and feed- 
ing the cattle which they were allowed keep under the 
Statutes. 

“The return the household plots, however, has made 
surprisingly slow progress. The Bulgarian press reports that 
many collectives have not acted according the new 
recommendation even though year has already passed. 

“In Bulgaria today the prevailing point view that 
the household plots, regardless principles and extreme 
Socialist solutions, are still very necessary. The Ministry 
Agriculture emphasizes that ‘the previous action for 
abolition the household plots the collectives was too 
said that the household plots are first 
all necessary supply the daily needs the collective 
members that they should not continually turn the 
collective for their basic food requirements (vegetables, 
eggs, milk, meat, etc.) and thus reduce the quantities ear- 
marked for the State. Furthermore, work the household 
plots can performed household members (children 
and old people) who are not otherwise able work within 
the collective; and, this way, the plot will become 
additional source agricultural production. 

“One the major reasons for the return the plots and 
for new evaluation their role and importance the 
necessity for doing something promote the most back- 
ward branch Bulgarian agriculture, cattle-breeding. Be- 
cause the current far from enviable situation cattle- 
breeding, believed that even the breeding the small 
number cattle which the collective statute 
members (one cow, five sheep, two hogs and unspecified 
number poultry) would substantial contribution. 

“The abolition the household plots and the purchase 
cattle from the collective members did serious damage 
here. Only one sixth the 1,300,000 rural households 
Bulgaria has cow today. And has been calculated that 
even 350,000 cows owned personally the members would 
secure substantial production meat, milk, hides and 
other products outside the plan. 

“Therefore another step has been taken concomitant 
with the return the household plots: the collective mem- 
bers are encouraged raise forage them above all else. 
laid down the Ministry Agriculture, the peasants 
are free decide what they want cultivate. But 
obvious that the majority collectives not respect this 
recommendation, but influence the peasants various ways 
use the household plots for the production forage. The 
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press too aids this action criticizing fairly sharply those 
who sow vegetables and other products the household 
plots. Collectives even resort the assignment the plots 
blocs, which they then engage cultivate with their 
machines, with the understanding, however, that corn 
sown recommended the collective conference. The 
members receive from plots cultivated this way average 
share, but they have pay for the services provided the 
collectives and machine tractor stations. 

“Thus the household plot transformed into sup- 
plementary but—as seen here—an important form and 
method for the development cattle-breeding 
creasing meat production, which has been lagging seriously 
for two full years.”

When some the true facts life Eastern Europe 
began exposed shortly after Stalin’s death, even the 
Communist authorities were forced acknowledge that 
they had pushed the depersonalization human relations 
too far. Not only was much what they had proclaimed 
patently absurd, but was also contributing factor the 
postwar breakdown marriage, the family and civilized 
social norms. Juvenile delinquency, illegitimate children 
and soaring divorce rates had been encouraged the 
Party view human beings cogs production, and 
economic exploitation and police terror had produced 
dangerous brutalization life. 

Recognizing this, the Communists readjusted their social 
outlook while enacting number concessions the po- 
litical and economic spheres. The press, for example, 
opened its columns complaints neglected husbands, 
who claimed that their working wives were longer 
women but machines; and although the “bourgeois” 
“backward” male who regarded woman domestic 
slave continued criticized, some attempt was made 
acknowledge the validity basic human emotions and 
raise family life public esteem. From that time 


femininity and women’s fashions were longer abhored 
“anti-revolutionary” preoccupations, and the militant 
puritanism which characterized the official attitude toward 
sex was softened coincide with facts: kissing, for in- 
stance, was permitted novels, and the love lyric, hith- 
erto banned undignified, became acceptable literary 
form. Symptomatic the changing times was verse 
the Polish poet Leopold Staff, who wrote: 


About nightingales, moonlight and roses, 
Saying: these are trivial things 
Unworthy poetry.

If, years ago,

These changes, however beneficial, were, 
far cry from what was needed solve postwar social ills— 
fact tacitly recognized the Polish regime, which re- 
mains unique the area its willingness jettison some 
the mythologies contemporary and 
apply some reason part reality. recent years, the 
Polish press has acquired what might described 
sociological cast, and one its main preoccupations has 
been youth. The desires, ambitions and feelings young 
people have been catalogued articles and polls, and the 
latest trend this survey has involved inquiry into 
social-sexual habits. Instead announcing what model 
couples should like according the lexicon 
denouncing deviations from the ideal, the discussions 
are attempt comprehend the younger generation and 
bridge the gap between Party prerequisites and the real. 

Conducted mainly the youth and literary periodi- 
cals, the discussions are, some respects, comparable 
similar discussions the Western press. is, they re- 
flect the usual preoccupation the middle-aged with 
new generation they mistrust and fear.
